The inventions listed as Groups I & II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

The method claims of Group II requires specific technique, process conditions, and the 
presence of a photocatalyst to decompose and eliminating harmful substances; whereas, the 
photocatalyst of Group I only requires a complex oxide having a specific chemical formula and 
structure. In accord with the MPEP rule, if the product claims are elected, the process claims 
will be rejoined once the product claims are found allowable. For purposes of examination and 
searches, the claims must be restricted.
